It is therefore a waste 
of time for me or any official to approach Anglum with a ^ew to securing 
Lnfomation regarding Cole. Any iifomation that is secured from Anglum 
sill have to be secured through other parties and in such a manner as to 
cot arouse the suspicions of Anglum, In view of the fact that Anglun has 
been in )ail for the past two days as a result of an unauthorized raid 
on their Union Headquarters by a Special Di;p.uty Sheriff, it is inadvis- 
able that he be approached at this time but it is preferable that the pre.^ 
sent difficulties be allowed to quiet down somewhat before Anglum is 
zpproachei. As soon as conditions are deemed amapicious, I will arrange

through Under-sheriff Joe Henault to have a party approach Anglum sith a 
view of securing information regarding Cole. Under- sheriff Joe Henault, 
who is a great help to this office, advises me that he has for some days

ARTHUR BOOSE, a member of the General Executive Board of 
the I. W. W. , and formerly an inmate of Leavenworth Penitentiary, 
addressed a meeting at Richmond Halls, Minneapolis, in the evening 
of February 18th, 1923. His subject was "INPUSTRiAL FREEDOM AND HOW 
TO GET IT". About one hundred fifty persons, all men except one, 
were in attendance. 

The speaker began his address by the statement that the 
I. V7. W. is the only organization that has a remedy to cure the 
present social ills, and that if they arc able to work out their 
program universally they can*,$ 0 ilve the economic problems cf these 
times. The I. W. W.,, he ^aid#, is* blamed by the c'apttalj.s.t class for

the present discontent and unrest, wbereasi ’the' I. ■ W./?/. is in no way 
to blame for present conditions, and is onl^J seeking to solve the 
present day problems. The capitalist class is entirely to bl^°^e for 
the prevalent discontent and unrest and they are seeking to shift the 
burden by laying the blame on the I. W. W. The 1. W. W. answess 'that 


the capitalist system is sick and the I.

has the only remedy. BOOSB said 
that he does not think anyone will 
doubt there is a revolution coming

seeking to organize the working class so that when the revolution 
does come that they can Jiave an Intelligent revolution and It behoves 
every man and woman to make preparations so that mob killing and mob 
violence can be avoided* 

The sjoeaker warned his audience against placing confidence 
In the politicians who promise to solve the soc.lal problems through 
the ballot. Their promises, he says, are empty promises and the 
experiences of the laboring classes In the past should teach them that 
their salvation lies In no political party. He says that the only 
solution Is Industrial unionism* He warned against amalgamation' of 
the different crafts, saying that this would not produce the desired 
results, and he also derided the policy of the attempt to gain control 
of the A* J*. of L. by the ’’boring from within” policy. Hs said that 
the A. J*. of I. Is a re-aoj;lonary organization, and the futility >of 
expecting that organization to help the working classes has been shown 
many times. He referred at some length to the recent strike of the 
shop crafts, and said that they had no chance to win because of other 
crafts of the A. 5*. of 1. ”,soabbed” on them. He referred to the fact 

that the four brotherhoods not only did not go out In sympathy with the 

1 

shop craft, but the engineers and firemen knowingly hauled "scabs” to 

take the place of the striking shopmen, Ss did the conductors and brake 

men. He also said that the A. P. of L.’s policy In not taking In 

all 

negroes as members showed that they did not care to help/the working 
classes. There are, he said, one hundred forty-nine thousand colored 
workers on the transportation systems of the country but they are not 
permitted to sniy of the Big Pour organizations, and are therefore 






compelled to work as non-union men, while the I. W. W. caters to no 
class, color, or creed, and is therefore in position to take in all 
•laboring men, and is particularly fitted for the migratory work6rs« 


The speaker said that the remedy is to control all the com- 
modities at the point of production. The slogan of the I* W. W. is 
"A PAIR DAY'S PAY POR A .PAIR DAY'S WORK" and he said that this did 
not appear to the capitalist class to be a revolutionary policy until 
they came to inquire what a fair day's pay should be. The I. W. W. 
program defines this fair day's pay as the full amount of the product 
which the worker produces leaving no margin whatever for the capitalist 
and the capitalist systems which, he. says, produces nothing. 

The A. P. of L., he said, limits the membership in each craft 
in order that too many workers may not attempt to secure work in the 
same craft. This,' the speaker said, does not benefit all the members 
of a particular craft or all of the working class, because it leaves 
many unemployed. The program of the I. W. W* is to get all workers 
into one union. When it is found that this does not take care of all 
the unemployed, the plan of the I. W. W. is to then out the hours of 
labor to take care of all those , still out of work. The hours of labor 
will be cut in this way to a six hour day eventually, and perhaps to a 
four hour day and when all the laboring class is then taken care of 
there will be just one more out in the hours of labor, and this last 
. cut will be made to provide work for the bosses.

Throughout his address the speaker digressed considerably 
and covered a wide range of topics relating to the industrial situatlor. 

Por instance, he spoke about the sad plight of the farmers of this

country and made reference to an article recently published in the 
Minneapolis Journal which displayed the photograph of a check for 
$1. 30 » which a farmer in North Dakota, received in payment for a carloai 
of potatoes shipped to Minneapolis. This, he said, refuted the argumen' 

that the salvation of a great portion of the workers was in returning 
to the land. He said that this was wholly taatrue, and that the only 
hope for the workers was to continue In industry, but in order to 
carry out the program successfully they must cease to be hir^in^and 
plan to completely control all industry.

The speaker s^ild that he was formerly employed as a teamster 
in the lumber woods in Wisconsin, Michigan and Minnesota, and in travel 
ing about from camp to camp in an effort to better his condition,, he 
found how utterly futile such an attempt was when the lumber barons 


were organized and the workers were unorganized 


This led him to 


look into the dootrlnei’ of the I. W. W. and he was at once convinced 
of its praoticableness. He has since devoted his time and efforts 
to organizing for the I. W. W. , and he expects to continue until the 
necessary results are obtained or until time of his ideath. 

A collection was taken but no announcement was made of the 
amount obtained. The crowd took a little more than ordinary Interest 
in the speaker's remarks, and was in no way demonstrative.
